He is 
extracting manly qualities out of those very 
Inbors or endvrances by which he achieves 
material wealth. Now, in the career of ev- 
ery such young man, his little accumulati- 
ons have to perform three functions—to car- 
ry on his business, to meet the annual ex- 
penses of his little, hut growing family, and 
to build and beautify their home. ‘Thus, 
his property, slender at best, even if it all 
rose in one channel, must move in a three- 
fold channel, to carry three mills. 

The portion set apart for building, there- 
fore, must be very little. Indeed, itis to be 
doubted whether one in a hundred knows 
how he shall pay for more than half his 
house, when he begins, and he is seldom 
uch wiser when he ends, He draws upon 
hope, and when, in five or ten years the 
house is paid for, it would puzzle him to tell 
how he had done it. Now, under such cir- 
cumstanees, it would be absurd to look for 
what are called architectural effects. There

pleasant as our remembered hours in the 
great, broud, hospitable kitchen. The door 
Dpened into the well-room, on one side 
whence came the pitcher, all dripping and 
bedewed; another door «pened into the 
cheese-room, rich with rowa of yellow 
cheese; while the front door wide open in 
summer, attracted ‘often hens and chickens, 
who cocked an eye at you, or even ventured 
across the threshold after a stray crumb. 

The sitting room snd parlor, 00, «ust 
often be one and the same, and io the same 
space must be the library, if such a thing 1s 
‘known in the dwelling. Bed rooms are 
tnore independent and xristocratic than any- 
thing else, cultivating very exclusive habits. 
Yet, even bed rooms must contrive to be 
ingenious, and curtained corners, cloth par- 
titions, trundle beds, and sofa beds, that 
disuppear by day, and, like some flowers 
unfold at night. These are the necessities

But, in proportion as one’s means in- 
crease, the rooms, like branches in a plant 
grow outof each other, kitchen and dining- 


foun impulse in them that struggles for # 
birth, but because they have an outside 
knowledge thet such and such things would 
be proper and customary, So do men 
build conventional houses. They put io all 
the customary rooms in the customary man- 
ner. They express themselves in this room 
as kitchens are tisually expressed; they 
fashion parlors as they remember (hat par- 
lors have been made} they go to their books: 
their plans, and portfolios of what) has been 
done, andselecting here a thing and there 
athing, they put a house together as girls 
do patchwork bedspreads, a piece out of ev- 
ery dress in the family for the last year or 
two. These are conventional houses. — 
Such are almost all city houses—the origin- 
al type of which wag a ladder; from each 
round of which rooms issue, in ascending 
order, and the perpendicular stairs sti]] re- 
taining the peculiar properties of the type.— 
Such, too, are almost all ambitious county 
houses built in conspicuous places, in the 
most iotrusive and comé-and-look-at-me 
manper; painted as brilliantly as flash way- 
Ons, or parrots’ wings. 

In a practical point of view, this method 
of building houses by thp architect’s plans, 
and not by the owner’s disposition, must 
prevail; and itis not the worst of earth’s im- 
perfections. Buta genuine house, an orjgi- 
nal house, a house that expresses the buil- 
der’s inward idea of fife in its social and do- 
mestic aspect, cannot be planned for him; 
nor Can he, all at once, sit down and plan jr. 
Tt must be a resylt of his own growth, It 
must first be wanted, each room and eath 
nook. But as we come to ourselves Jittle 
and gradually, so a house should be built 
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insurance companiés are able to estimate

In the second quarter of the year 
there were opened 1736 moneyed letters, 
containing $11,176; inthe third quarter 
there were 1781 levers, with $10 869; and 
the fourth quarter showed a total of 1842 
letters, containing $11,713. In the first 
quarter of the present year, the amount ta- 
ken from the dead letters, in Washington 
reached the sum of $14,401. In the second 
quarter there was procured in this manner 
$14,325—showing a slight diminution, and 
in the third quarter $14,083; a still further 
decrease.—[ Boston Jourual.

‘The board hall must 
seem to those that enter like open arms 
holding out a welcome, not like the aisles 
of-achurch, lifted.up out ofthe reach of 
human sympathy The staircase should be 
so broad und gently In inclination, that its 
very looks jnvite you to try it. But then 
a large house ought to have great diversity; 
some roome should have higher’ ceilings 
than others; doors should come upon you 
in unexpected places; little Ser rooms 
should surprise inevery direction, Where 
vou expected a cupboard, there should be 
a little confidential entryway. Where you 
expected the door to open into the yard, you 
should discover a perfect nest ot a room 
that noone ever built there oo purpose. 
All aarts of closets and queer cupboards 
should by degrees bo found out. 

Now, such a house never sprang fall 
rown from an architeet’s brain, as did th 
tabled deity from Jupiter’s head. It must 
grow. Each room must have been needed 
for a long time, and when they, could ao 
longer be done without, they will Gome into 
being” with a decided character impressed 
upon them.

They lived tngether in the enjoyment 
of every blessing that could render wedded 
life happy for nearly twenty-four years, and 
she survived her lamented and distingished 
husband more than halfu century. To es 
timate her character properly il ia necessary 
to bearia mind that of the individual who! 
had selected her, from the many who would| 
have been proud of the distnction of his| 
notice, As the companidn of his life; and 
that eharagter we find so bewutiful portray-! 
ed by a single touch of the | 
Mr Webster, that we give il ns exhib:ti 
ina few words the judgect of one whos 
power of discrimination was seldom surpas- 
sed Afier speaking of Colonel Hamilton as 
a hero of the Revolution, a jurist, and 
slatesman, Mr W. said: ‘Hamilton was 
placed atthe head olthe Treasury Depart- 
ment, He carried on the Governnient 
finances; he smote the rock of the national 
resources, and abundant s{reams of revenue 
gushad forth. He touched the dead corpse 
of public credit, and it sprang upon its feet 
The fabled work of Minerva from the brain 
of Jove was not mere perfect than the fin- 
ancial system ofthe United States which 
sprung from the conception of Alexander 
Hamilton.” 

It was this great man who sought and 
won Elizabeth Schuyler, end that fact is en- 
ough to show her worth. But, had shé been 
no more than an ordinarily endowed woman 
it would have been impossible to have passed 
twenty-four years of happy intercourse 
with such a husband without having her 
mind richly stored from the treasures of his 
mighty intellect, and those who knew her 
even in her declining years will be ready 
to testify that she wasa rare example of the 
wisdom taught hy observant experience, 
and bright example of all womanly graces 
Her benevolence was most exemplary, and 
one of the finest menifestations of it was her 
habit to within a few months ofher death 
of malting occasional visits to all the schools 
of the city, and she never did so without im- 
parting some moral Jesson which showed 
how deep an interest she {ook in the wel- 
fare of the country which her hosband had 
contributed so largely to make tree and in- 
dependent. 

Mrs. Hamilton lived to the very, advan- 
ced age of ninety-seven years and three 
months, and died without a struggle, in full 
communion With the Episcopal Church and 
surrounded by her surviving children. Her 
remains were taken to New York for inter- 
ment.—[National Intelligencer,

An| 
octavo volume of five hundred pages can be 
execyted and delivered in six or eight days; 
andin afew minutes, atthe cost ofa few 
sous, an engraving ean be copied, the origi- 
nal oft which may bave cost one hundred 
francs.”--Home Jouriial.

brisk and highly vapid flavor, which common 
molasses does not impart. Four anda half 
barrels of good cider will make one barre] of 
molasses, costing ip ordinary seasons, about 
$5 50. One who hashad considerable ex- 
perience in manufacturing this article, saya: 
“[ make little cider: my apples are worth 
more to feed my hogs, than tor cider; bat! 
make a vractice of selecting my sweet ap- 
ples, those that furnish the richest, heaviest 
liquor, and make a cheese from them, using 
the cider thus obtained for making apple or 
quince preserves, boiling down for molasses 
and keeping (wo or three barrels for driak 
or ultimate conversion into vinegar. When 
new from, the press, and before formantation 
comences, that which [intend for boiling is 
brought to the house, and boiled in brass, to 
the proper consistence, taking care not to 
burn it,as that gives the molasses a disagree- 
able flavor, and taking offall the scam that 
riser during {he process, The uantity to 
be boiled, or the nuinber of barrels required 
to make one molasses, will depead greatly 
on the kiad of apples used, and the richness 
of tho new liquor. Four, or four and a half, 
are gen: rally sufficient, but when care is 
not used in waking the selection of apples, 
five barvels may be necesanry, but let it 
take more or less, enough must be used to 
to make the molasses, when cold, as thick 
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the best West India. When boiled suffici- 
ently, it should be turned into vessels ta 
eool, and from thence to anew awest barrel, 
put into a cool cellar where it will keep with= 
out trouble, and be ready at_all times 
[Republican Journal.

Emigrant Aid Societies. 


As these societies appear to be moltiply- 
ing, afew words about how they operate 
may be both useful and interesting. The 
firet organization of which we have any 
knowledge is the Massachusetts Emigrant 
Aid Company, located in Boston; several o- 
thers have been since formed in the East. 
The object ofall is doubtless the same—viz., 
pecuniary gain. Weare informed that the 
Agents of the original society, when solici- 


ting subscriptions to its Stock, presented but | 


one iaducement—that it would bea very 
profitable investment; and, possibly, this 
was the plea put forward for the others 

Now, this should be as distinctly under- 
stond by the public, as it is appreciated and 
felt hy persons who have come tothe West 
under their auspices! The fact is, that the 
term''Emigrant Aid,’ in the name of these 
Societies, has been perfectly misunderstood. 
Jis practical meaning is not that the Socie- 
ties aid the emigrants, but.that the emigrants 
aid—build up—the societies, nnd enable the 
stockholders to make money by patroniziog 
their hotels, agents, and commission mer- 
chants ,-=and by settling in and around their 
town and cities, thus increasing the value 
of their property.. Thus have: officers and 
agents of such societies aided their dupes, o- 
ver the left, by muking, handsome specula- 
tions out of them! 

‘The original society asks no questions, 
and exacts no pledges, of emigranta-—but 
this they do--they require them to pay their 
ful? passage-money, and even their hotel 
fills, in advance--everything purchased 
from agents, is athigh rates—and thue it 
will be seen, that if these Societies, do not 
rend out paupers as has been reported, they 
do considerable towards beggaring them af- 
ter they get to their destination. 

We are told that aw officer of one of these 
societies, (or a Jeader of a company of emi- 
grants, at least,) aided his company by sel- 
fing them fictitions shares, for cash, inar 
imaginary eity which never will exist except 


facts touching religious and educational matters 
| in the settlement near the mouth of the Big 

Blue. : 

About twenty families are, already settled in 
| that region, and others» are almost daily . locating 
there. From personal knowledge, I helievye this

| there on the Sih and 12th insts., the former, of

hadever been held inthisregion. ‘The Rev.,Chas 
E. Blood, from Sangamon County, dil.,.a Congrega- 
tionalist, officiated, and themectings were solemn 
and interesting. Mr. Blood will settle there with 
his family, and he will doubtless find it an. inter- 
esting fiold of labor,-and itis hoped ‘he will be a- 
bundantly useful; it is also anticipated that clergy- 
men of other denominations will also come among 
them, so that members of different churches may 
be accommodated.

fording such facilities as will enable it fully to 
meet the wants of thé large population which will 
doubtless, within a very few years, reside in this 
rich and beautiful Territory. Such an institution 
ean now be very easily endowed, if those who 
bave the controll of the publiclands realize the 
importance of this; and I can think of no way in 
which they could he made more useful to the pres- 
ent and to future generations, snd moresubservient 
to the good of our country and of thehuman race, 
than by giving a portion of them (under properres- 
trietionsand regulations) for the advancement of 
this noble object. ° ’ 

On the whole, { am highly pleased with Kansas 
Territory, ind with that part of it in particular 
about the Big Glue and its tributaries, and would 
advise emigrants to visit that region before ma- 
king their final location. This Territory has the 
requisites of position, soil, climate, good water, 
mineral wealth, and business facilities, to make 
it, when setiled, one of the richest and most im- 
portant and prosperous of the States; and we 
doubt not. but ere long it will stend up as one of 
the proudest and noblest ornaments and pillars of 
our glorious Confederacy. :

Diary of a Trip in Kansas. 


camp to.camp to-day 43 miles. 

22d.— Went seven miles’ teast to Conncil 
Grove —n trading post on \ escio Creek 
—there are about 20 buildin . gere, (owned 
by the Whites,) among whrurd are several 
stores. We sawhereagreat many Kaw 
Tedians, of both sexes and all sizes, braves, 
squaws, and papouses; here, too, we saw 
some young buffulos, and plenty of horses, 
mules, Se. | Onr company bought some bul 
falo robeslat G3each, Prom this point we 
took a dim road N, N. W. to Fort Riley; 
and after riding about a mile we cameto a 
Methodist Mission, whore they have a very 
large two-story stone, house, anda good 
farm. The country around is. tertile, 
hounding with good limestone rock, but the 
timber is scarce ‘To-day we ‘have crossed 
the divide between the Osagé and Kansas Ri- 
vere, and struck on Clark’s Creek, where 
we camped—about 20 miles from Council 
Grove. Itisa Very preity little running 
stream, with! water enough ‘at present to 
drive one pair of burrs, although, itis said, 
there has ‘been no rain’ hereabouts, for six 
months! There is good timber, but. small 
in quantity--limestone excellent—only a 
little of the timber on! this creek is claimed. 
This place pleases me better than any other 
I baveseen in the Territory... There is a- 
buadance ofstane canl here. 

23d.—Started north—prairie rich and rol- 
ling. Some of the Company went down the 
Creek a few miles, and they report good tim- 
ber. They found a good mill site, witha 
natural race, and a fall as ifit had been made 
by the hand of art. Along our course the 
prairie is good until we got near the river— 
the bluff.was too broken and steep to, admit 
of our driving down'into the bottom, so we 
took out our teams and took the’ wagons 
down by hand. The bottom is quite wide — 
partly prairie, and partly, timber, Crossed 
the Smokybill at a ferry--there was no 
Charon there—the boat belongs to the Fort 
—we got in and helped oursel¥es—so there 
was nothing to pay. There is a steam saw- 
mill on the north bank, which belongs to the 
U.S; A. We next crossed the Republicun 
or Pawnee Fork, by a brigde, and came into 
the midst of the stone buildings erected for 
the accommodation of the soldiers. We en- 
camped three miles from the Forton the 
Kansas River. 

24th.—Started on the Military Road tow- 
ards Fort Leavenworth. Crossed Big Blue 
on anew bridge—quite a settlement growing 
up here—said to be fine country for farming 
and stockraising between Blue and Republi- 
can--we took down the stream for two or 
three miles through a hurr-oak grove, and 
then struck out again on to first-rate prairie 
—passed Rock Creek, and| camped on Big 
Vermillian. i 

25th.—We set out this morning’ to ex- 
amine the country. A few miles ‘up, we 
found good timber, plenty of water, good 
prairie, and plenty of stone coal, Some 
Germans are settled” here. Twelve miles 
fram camp we came to the Catholic Mis- 
sion in Pottawatamie, where there js a large 
farm, which looks as though the manager 
understood farming. The Kansas River is 
in full view on oar tight to-day—the bottom 
prairie very wide and good, the uplands rich 
and rolling, Wesaw Uniontown on high 
ground, on the south side of the river—and 
were informed that there are fifteen stores 
there, and to-day about 15,000/?) Indians 
collected to get their payments; but there is 
no ferry here, and as the, river bottom is 
saidto be quicksand, we could not go over,,| 
To-night camped on Soldier Croek.» 

26th.--Travelled on a divide till noon—) 
came to Grasshopper, where we find x town
